'ITiQ delicto on the item in the Esti- 
jnatea to <lefray the expenses of tile 
Royal Cocnission will bo found pretty 
fully i-eportod in theso columns. From 
the teiior °f tho reimarks of the gentle- 
men ^vho ^'■"ore cliiclly instrumental in 
the appointment of tho Commission it 
•ypill be seea that they have thus far not 
only failed to establish a case against 
Ml"' Jll.tlO'^T, but that the "boot is on 
the other ^^g." The evidence, so far as 
it liaa been elicited, has been excul- 
patory of SIi-. Elliott and inculpatoiy 
of I'is sliiP'^^i'ers. Tho slightest tittle of 
evidence has not been adduced to give 
color to tlio accusation of briboiy 
agflinst jl"*.

.the room—declining to vpto at all for 
an item had been instrumental in 
placing on the Estimates. It is di(H- 
ciilt to jipderstftiid the motive that ac- 
tuated >Ir, HtiSTPHREYS. His course 
is unparalleled and his desertion of the 
Premier t>ase. 

The Judg<2^ sneer at tho Hou.se," o.x- 
claimed Mr. Walkem on ^londay. Tho 
sneer oaDie in whilst Mr. Kelly, late 
constable fit Kootenay, gave his evi- 
dence before tho Eoyal Commission. 
He "Was relating with much unction the 
ra^nner in which election contests are 
carried on the Southern boundary, 
and clescriliod the scene of sturdy elec- 
tors after having, .performed their 
" duty " fit the polls receiving their re- 
ward tho shape of a quarter of beef, 
a sucking pig, a sack or two of flour, a 
ca.sc of bottled ale, a gallon of fighting 
whiskoyj a Baltic shirt, a pair of draw- 
ers or a guit of clothes.

Gladstone,_ and has the honor to ac- 
knowledge' the receipt of his letter of 
this day's date referring to some rc- 
marks.made by Lord' Beaconsfield hist 
night in the Hdiise of lK>i>ds; - tod re- 
questing to be supplied with "f^ Ust of 
offensive epithets apidied, not uiorcly 
to Lord Beaconsficld's measures, but to 
his person and character, and with 
note of the times and places nt Avhich 
they were used." As this would re- 
quire a research over a period of two 
years and a half, during -^vliich mr. 
Gladstone, to use his own cxpi"essiony 
at Oxford, has been counterworking 
" by day and by night, week by woek, 
and month by mouth " the purposes of 
Lord Beaoonisfield, Lord Beaconsfiold, 
who is at this moment much pressed 
with affairs, it'pbliged to request those 
gentlemen who are kind cnougli to a»- 
sist'him in tho conduct of public-' im.si- 
ne.ss to undertake the npccri.?''''ry yc- 
searches, which probably uiiiy I'oipiire 
some little time ; but tiiat J.ord Bea- 
consfiold, by such delay iu replying to 
jMr.

In tho same spirit, ft 
few days back, at Soutliwark, Lord 
Beaconsfiold was charged Avith ».an 
act of duplicity of wliicli every 
Englishman should be ashamed, 
an act of duplicity wliicli luis not hvcn 
surpassed, and," Jlr. Olad.stoiic bolieved, 
"has boon rarely equalled iu tl»e liistory 
of nations." Sucli au act, hoNvever, 
might be expected from a Minister who, 
accordihg to Mr. Gladstone, had "sold 
the Greeks." With regard to tho epi- 
thet "devilish" which Lord Bencousfield 
used in the House of Lords, 1'^-' in in- 
formed tiiat it was not Mr. Gladstone 
at Hawarden who compared Lord ]3ea- 
consfield to Mephistophilesj but, only 
one of Mr. Gladstone's friend.^ kindly 
inquiring of Mr. Gladstone how they 
were "to get rid of this IMephistophile.s;"' 
but, as Mr. Gladstone proceeded to ex- 
plain tho mode — probably tlic f'rining- 
ham Caucus — Lord Beaconsli'-ld niay 
perhaps bo excused for assuming thnt 
Mr. Gladstone sanctioned tlic i^i'opriefcy 
of the scarcely complimentary f^ppella- 
tion.

In roply to Mi: Ilclgcscn, hon. Mr. 
AN'alkoia said ho would bring dowii corres- 
poudoiico relative to tlio dry dock to- 
rn orrow. 

(,'(>3[MITTKr. VV .SUl'lT.Y. 

I'iufoi-o gi>nig into committoo, IMr. Gal- 
braitl) snid that ho felt in duty bound to 
state that tho conduct of the ju(lj,'c.s who 
woro acting on the Iloyal Conunission had 
been anything but impartial. Ho had been 
insulted and brow-beaten by ono of tho 
comnusaioncra simply because ho chose to 
assert, lii.s rights aa an individual. Tho 
conduct of that cotnnii.siiiiinor was s\ioh as 
to elicit the. condemnation of one of his 
brother commissioners. JIc(JIr. G.) was 
desirous that tho inquiry into the allc^ja- 
tions made against tho leader of tho Lite 
government should proccoAin a thorough 
and impartial manner; but'hc feared that 
tijf^entlemen at present actnngas couiniis- 
sioners would fail to e.xereise their func- 
tions in an unprejudiced manner. (Kear, 
hear, from Muiistors.) 

In committee, Jh'. Gulbraith in tho 
chair. Iloyal Comiaaion §995.50. 

Mr. Evans thought tho remarks made 
. by tlie momber for Kootonay shoidd at- 
tract tho attention of every member in tho 
House. It was by no moans the first time 
witnesses and jurors had been insulted iu, 
this Province and he now felt convinced 
that tho Eoyal Connnission as at present 
constituted could not result in any good. 
Ho, in tho first jdace, had favored tho ap- 
pointment of a connnittee of in([uiry; but 
that did' not seem to meet tho approval of 
tho late Hou.so. Ihjwever, a.i one of tho 
witnesses wlicn before the commission liad 

• admitted- that whicli ho stoutly denied in 
' tKe House he folt that tlio inquiry had 

gone far cnougljiand that to vote tho itoiu 
under discussioinvould be a useless wasto 
of nioifoj'. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys, cnmmonting on 

■ Mr. Galbraith's remarks, said that the 
usefulness of the conuniiision had undoubt- 
edly been lost or destroyed and that no 
reasonable mind could o.xpoct anything 
impartial at tho hands of tlio gentloinon 
constituting that commission. They seem- 
ed to have mistaken their powers for those 
of judge and jury. Tlieir real duty was to 
have taken evidence without comment 
from any person who know anything about 
the Kootenay aUogations. Under the cir- 
cumstances he believed that sufficient 

< ovidenco had been taken. Ho had road 
tho reports in tho Press witli great caro 
and he folt assured that any further ex- 
penditure would not tend to advance the 
end of justice. If the item were not en- 
tirely struck out, lio Iioped the Govern- 
ment would be instructed to dismiss the 
commissioners and place tlioir powei-s in 
tho hands of others. A continuance of the 
present commission would bo worse than 
uBoless. 

Mr. Vernon said it did not necessarily 
follow that all the hon. mendjor for Koot- 
onay had said about the commission was 
absolutelv correct. The statement of the 
cdmmissroners should bo hoard before they 
were condemned by the House. He ad- 
mitted that a difference of opinion had ex- 
isted on a legal point between two of the 
commissioners; but tho conduct of one 
liad never drawn down the disapprobation 
6f tho other, nor had the lion, member 
fbr Kootenay been iuHultodorbrovr-beaten. 
He (Mr. A''.) was present iu the court 
room at the time and he was prepared to 
state that the witnesses wore alforded 
'. voiy facility for giving their evidence. 
He considered it most indecent and im- 
proper that tho allusions made to the com- 
mission should have been permitted. It 
was all very well to say that the ro-voto 
would bo a useless joxpenditure; but. it 
should be romemlicred that the character 
of a late member of tho House was at 
. stake, ari4 it was the duty of the House 
to afford that gentleman the fullest op- 
portunity to clear himself of the allega- 
tion made against him. No report had 
as yet been made by tho commissioners. 
Thoy had not cmicluded their labors and 
it was not i)robablo that thoy >vould re- 
port until tlioy had dfine ho. ' 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said if the House 
could not expect or hope for impartiality 
from the commissioners it was tho duty of 
. the Government to dismiss tliem and 
place thoir powers in oilier hands. 

Mr. Smithc s.aid that last session hon. 
' members had dcniandcd in the interest of 
right and j"ustice that the connnission 
should be appointed.* Several of those 

• hon. membera now threw discredit and 
opprobrium on the commissioners and 
seemed to fear that thoir report would 
not be in accordance with their desires. 

, He thought it at least the duty of tlie 
House to wait until tho repiu't was sent 
down to tho House and that in the mean- 
time the item sliould bo allowed to pass. 
Ho thought the whole disonsaion at pres- 
ent was premature and irregular. When 
tho House had conclusive evidence bof<)re 
it' that members had been assailed and in- 

■ sulted-it would bo time cnnugh to t.ako the 
action now proposed by hon. members. 

Mr.' Wilson said tho commission w as 
.too expensive. Ono lawyer or judge 
could h.avc taken all the evidence in the 
case and in his opinion a statement as to 
how much tho commission h.ad already 
cost should have boon presented to tho 
House. He did not feel at ;ill like in- 
cumng a cbntinuance of HO ex[n ii.sive an 
animal as the TOmmission. 

Mr. Drummond said the sum of 81,104 
had been paid from the treasury by the 
late Finance Minister on account of the 
commission without the usual requisition. 
,^ How was this, ho would ask, and if not, 
why not? The leader of the Opposition 
was now; upheld' to the' 'execration of the 
public. How coiild the House go on with 
such a ruthless expenditure / The lute 
election had decided thn nuitter and lie 
was opposed to voting an amount of 
money for a conunission that could not 
, result in any good. 

• Sir. Wilson tisked why three instead of 
only ono judge had been appointed. 



Mr. Smitlio said on reilection it would 
at once be seen that it would Iiave been 
open to objection had ono judge boon 
appointed ijistead of three. Charges had 
been made against the first minister of 
the'rarowh aM'it'>irotild not have looked 
well had that gentleman appointed tho 
judge to inquire into the charges. Tho 
Government had stood entirely aloof from 
tho appointment of the commission and 
were in no way responsible therefor. His 
honor tho Lieut. -Governor had ordered 
tho commiasion to issue "and, following 
precedent, had a^bihtod the tkree judges 
of tho Supremo Court. ' 

i\Ir. Wilson replied that tho appoint- 
ment had boon made according to the cnr- 
rospondenco, by »nd with tho advice of 
the ministr}'. 

Mr. Williams said tho sum of §1101 had 
already been expended by the government 
witliout auilibrity. The late ministry re- 
sembled old Braverman, only Braverman 
got intorest on tho money ho let out and 
tlio late government did not. Tho only 
way ho would vote for tho sum of §995 
would bo on.tho condition that tho present 
commissioners should be dismissed ami 
fresh ones appointed in their stead. Tho 
late government should be made to refund 
the §1104. 

Mr. Smitlic said that everything under 
responsible government was supposed to 
bo transacted by <ind with tho advice of 
ministers; but in this instance the lato 
ministry had stood entirely .aloof from tho 
appointment of tho commission. 

Mr. Ash said he thought it would bo 
well to pags the item and reduce tho com- 
mission from throe members to ono. Tho 
Government seemed to be divided on the 
question; but he hoped no further time 
would be wasted. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm said that al- 
though tho Govornmont appeared to 
be divided to-day it was united yester- 
day. With reference to tho ovidoiico 
taken buffn'c the commi.ssion ho said he 
had read tho reports in both newspapers 
and thoy agreed ii\ substance. From a 
perusal ho could conio to no other conclu- 
sion than that one of the commissionersliad 
attempted to turn tho whole aftair into a 
bui lesque. OiBsar'a ivife should bo beyond 
reproach and he regretted that the com- 
missioner had assumed such an unenvi- 
able attitude. Ho diil not suppose^ that 
such would have been tho case had it not 
boon for tho fact that over since 1802 
the commissioner had traduced every 
legislative body that had existed in tho 
Province. It ^vaa the, duty.* of all hon. 
members to see that their rights woi'e riot 
trampled on and thoy were in duty bound 
to protect themselves. It might be said 
that the Government would have pursued 
a much bolder course had they dissolved 
the commission and appointed inerely one 
gentleman of honor to hold tho invostiga- 
tion. As, however, he did not wish it to 
appear that ho was desirous of stifling, a 
continuance of the inquiry — and he know 
enemies would say he was if he voted 
.against the item — he intended to vote for 
tho sum on the estimates. 

On division the item then passed by a 
largo majority. Hon. Mr. Humphreys 
voted with tho noes when Oie viva voce vote 
was taken and left his seat when a show 
of liands was c.".llcd and did not 
vote. Mr. GidUujhtr, one of the members 
for Kootenay, voted aijainM the item. 

Imlian Commission — Nil. 

Mr. Sinitho asked if .all the claims of the 
Indian Commission had been paid? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven replied that there 
wore many claims for sundries which tlio 
Government had Jiot thought fit to allow. 
Further time was necessary to investigate 
them. 

Mr. Sniithe said the late Govornmont 
had declined to pay several claims on tlie 
ground that they were in excess of tho 
vote. 

Consolidation of the statutes, §307. 

Pa;:sed. 

Aid to (piartz mill, (re-voto) .?7,750. 

Hon. Jtlr. Walkcm said this amount 
was the balance of the sum voted for the 
Cariboo Quart/. Co. 's mill. Tho payments 
by tho late Government had been made in 
tho most irregular manner and ho thought 
tho matter should be investigated by the 
Public Accounts Connnittee. 

Mr. Wilson said that the sum of !?12,- 
500, iiwtead of a loan, w.aa practically a 
gift and in his opinion a very injudicious 
expenditure. 

The item passed. 

Mr. Smitho asked if it was intended ,to 
place any sum on tho estimates for the 
destruction of wolves and panthers? 

Hon. Mr. lieavcn said that unpaid 
vouchers now in tho treasury amounted to 
upwards of §1000 for tho destruction of 
those animals. * 

;Mr. Smithe .^aid that the order for tho 
bounty had bcon^'cscinded; but subsc- 
(piently a premium was ofTered within tho 
limits of settled districts. Tho order for 
that premium being still in force the Gov- 
emmeiit shonld have placed a sum on the 
estimates to meet the expenditure that 
would be caused by it. 

Mr. Drummond said that ho was in fa- 
vor of a sum being voted, but tho wolves 
who wore on the treasury benches last 
Ko-ssion precluded the Government from 
{lutting anything on the estimates. 
• Mr. Smithe explained that the late Gov- 
ernment had not paid the largo sum nam- 
ed tj^ Mr. Beaven because they had no 
authority of tho House to do so. The 
small, legitimate claims had been paid 
without exception ; ljut the large and 
somewhat auspicious claims were in the 
coiu-Be of investigation when the Elliott 
(Government retired from office. He held 
that in tlio event of tliose claims being 
just the Finance Minister should have a 
sum on the estimates to enable him to pay 
them. 

Mr. Vernon said that a justice of tho 
peace in the interior had paid the bounty 
expecting to get <t refunded, but that 
would bo impossible if no provision was 
made for.it on the estimates. 

Tho. 'item, §1,025, for miscellaneous 
services not detailed, then passed. 

Fire dopartmciit, Jiarkerville, §250; 
ditto, Lightning Creek, .^250;— both rc- 
yotes — piissed. 

Allowance to officer at Kootenay, ,§100, 
clearing office, liorao hire, &o. Passed. 

Mr. McGillivray asked if it was the in- 
tention of tho Government to do away 
with the principle of making appropria- 
tions for nmnicipalities, thsro bemg noth- 
ing on tho estimates for them. 

Hon. IVIr. Walkem said tho Govorn- 
mont could ' not reply definitely _.a.s tho 
matter had not been maturely considered. 
.■Vt present the Government had no money 
to vote for municipalities. 

Debentures, §86,000; Revenue Services, 
!f t,085. Pa.'s.sed without discussion. 

Tho conunittco then reported and the 
connnittee of ways and means reconnnend- 
ed that the sum of §320,420.11 bo granted 
for tho six months ending Docembor 31at, 
1878. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven introduced tho .appro- 
p^fation bill, which was read a first time 
and the Ilourie then took recess. 

AFTER RECESS. 

Mr. Speaker rraumed fte cha 
p.m. 

FINANCE COM.^^'^TEE REPOIITS. 

Mr. Wilson presented tho report from 
the public account? committee, which he 
read to tho House. 



Mi. Smithe presented a mmon^fepbrt 

from the same committee wliich was read 

by the clerk. 

Mr. Wilson said that in somo respects 
tho reports were identical. The majority 
and minority had split on tho question aa 
to the liabilities of tho Province for un- 
finished contracts when tho, Elliott .Gov- 
ernment came into office. - Althbugh';the 
minority report did not contain the ro- 
conuncndations made by the m.ajority as 
to the collection of overdue taxes, &o. , 
still thoy had acquiesced in those recom- 
mendations. Tlio majority called atten- 
tion to tho fact that no account was kept 
of Vancouver Island real estate taxes duo. 
Tho amount duo •^/aa merely roughly esti- 
mated at §1500, although - it should have 
been placed at about §8,000. Another 
asset not accurately estimated was tho 
arrears of rent f»r pastoral leases. He 
thought that this really amounted to §7000 
although it had been put down at §1000. 
Tha assessment act had not been fully 
complied with by tho lato Government as 
no interest at tho rate of 18 per cent, per 
annum had been added to tho amounts 
due by deUnquents. A largo suin of 
money, amounting to somo §05,000 or 
§70,000, was iiue for land_ sold and ho 
thought that some stops should_ bo taken 
to enforce prom^jt payment or in default 
to take possession of' the land. ' He him- 
self owed §1000 on land he had purchased 
but as other parties who were defaulters 
were not interfered with ho had decided to 
allow tho dobt to stand over until tho 
Government thought fit to enforce collec- 
tion, lie w;us now prepared to p.ay it. 
(Hear, hear.) Tho advances under the 
head of aid to immigrants did not give 
satisfaction to the majority of 'the com- 
mittee as it appeared that money liad boon 
advanced to settlers — not iuunigranN— 
without tho slightest security for an indef- 
inite period. He would suggest that tho 
pastoral leiiso aceount be kept in a more 
satiufactoiy manner and that tho assess- 
ment act be amended so tliat it could eas- 
ily bo ascertained at the treasuiy who 
owed taxes and who did not. 

Jlr. Mara said the course puraued by 
the chairman of the committeo was most 
unusual. In nuvking statements as to figures 
whit'h ho had before him, but which no 
other momber of tho Hoiaio could refer 
to, he placed mendiera of tho committeo 
at a great disadvantage. It w.as, more- 
over, impossible to follow him and know 
whether tho statements he u\ado Trero ao- 
cur.ate. • As chairman of tho Committeo 
he had no right to give his views aa 'those 
of tho rest of the Connnitteo. 

Mr. Wilson— Thoy are my private views. 

Mr. Mi\r:\ said it was certainly not ' the 
tiu'ie or tho placa for the kon. member to 
give Ilia private vic^vs aa to how the books 
in- accounts of tho Government should bo 
kept. With regard to delinquent lease- 
holders tho blame did Jiut rest with tho 
late Government, who had followed in 
connection therewith the policy of their 
lu-edeccssors. They had been lenient with 
defaulters and had not unduly pressed 
them. 

Mr. Smitho said the course pursued by 
tho cliairman of the Public Accounts Com- 
mitteo was a most extraordinary ono. Ho 
had in reality made a sup))leni9ntary ro- 
]mrt to that of tho committee without 
their authority. He had introduced books 
and jiapeni without instructions from tho 
committee— an action that was altogether 
irregular. If he (Mr. W.) had understock 
parliamentary practice better he had ub, 
doubt that he would have observed the 
rules of the House wtli more propriety. 
The lion, gentleman then proceeded to 
relate the conduct of Mr. Wilson as chair- 
man of the committee and stated that ho 
had put questions to the auditor w^ich 
could only be replied to in a manner fav- 
oj-ablo to his (Mr. Wilson's) views'. 

Jlr. Wilson rose to a point of order and 
and said that was not so. Tho hon. gen- 
tleman was making assertions that woro 
incorrect. 

Mr. Smithe said that immediately Mr, 
Wilson had exhausted his string of ques- 
tions ho drew up a rough rej)ort and said 
that he supposed thoro was nothing else 
to do. lie (Mr. S.) said that there was 
much yet to be done and that ho intend- 
ed to ask the auditor a number of quss- 
tions himself. He objected to the report 
on the grounds that in many respects it 
was not in accf)rdanco with facts and sub- 
sequently he (Mr. Wilson) had admitted 
that his (Mr. S.'s) objections woro well 
taken. 

Tho hon. gentleman, who was here fre- 
quently interrupted by three of tho mem- 
bers for Victoria City, asked if it was any 
wonder that outside of tho House certain 
hon. members were held in supremo con- 
tempt and the House brought into dis- 
repute i Continuing, he said tliatliad the 
chairman of the committee followed the 
usual parliamentary practice ho would 
simply have presented tho report and 
refrained from making any comment what- 
ever on it. (Applause.) 

It was thou ordered Uiat the reports bo 
printed. 

LOAN ACX. 

Mr. Beaven moved the second reading 
of tho Loan Act to authorize the issue of 
debentures in lieu of thoae outatanding 
under the Loan Acts of 1874 .and 1877, 
not exceeding in the whole §110,500, and 
bearing interest at the rate of 7 per cent, 
per annum, payabla half-yearly and ro- 
dccmahle at any time not later than six. 
years from issuo thereof. 

The bill was read a second time and 
committed, Mr. Pimbury in tho chair. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said the dobonturea 
would bo redeemed to the extent of §20,- 
000 per annum, tho numbor of debentures 
to bo retired being decided as in Eng- 
land l)y an annual drawing. 

Mr. ymithe wasof opinion thatthouncor- 
t.^inty caused by the annual drawing of 
numbers would depreciate tho valuo of 
the debentures, as investors preferred to 
rest assured that their investment was 
good for a definite and specified time. He 
tiiought therefore it would be wise to 
make the debentures all redeemable at 
tho expiration of tho six years. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven .".aid ho thought the 
lottery system for the retirement of tho 
bonds was the true principle to adopt in 
connection with, a loan of this character. 
Ho felt certain.tihe debentures would meet 
with ready sale. 

The bill was reported complete and set 
down for a third reading to-morrow. 

CIlOWN LANDS. 

The House then wont into committee of 
the whole to consider a message transmit- 
ting the Crown Lands Amendment Bill, 
Mv. Cow.-Mi in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the bill he 
had to nak the committee to< recommend

Mr. Ash moved tho insortionof a clause 
to admit any person of good repute to 
practice as Attorney i»^ the Supremo 
Court provided he has served 10 years in 
an attorney's office. The hon. gentleman 
said that tho clause was in accordance 
with tho practice in force in England and 
that it might safely bo followed here. A 
simple regulation of tlie nature proposed 
would ho hoped meet with the assent of 
tho Committoo. ' ■ - '1 v." 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the amendment 
proposed difTored very materially from tho 
practice in England where it was neces- 
sary that a clei^k should bo articled to the 
profession. Ho coijld not consent to tho 
amendment proposed by tlie hon. inem- 
bor for Coniox unless it wore assimilated 
to tlio English practice. . ~~ 

Mr. Asii said ho considered " tho prin- 
ciple involved in his amendment wpuld 
bo most fair and- would ask tlte committoo 
to allow it. 

Mr. Evans considered the hon. gentle- 
man hadsomewhat changed his views since 
ho first introduced tho amendment, espe- 
cially when it is found it is not Uio law in 
England. 

Mr. Ash said ho tlumght tho lion, gen- 
tleman must bo ono of the men the senior 
member for Cariboo referred to when he 
said in his place in tho House ho could 
got a^Tjotition signed in Cariboo to hang a 
man. 

Hon. Mr, Walkem said he never said 
any such thing and the member for Comox 
know it when he said so. 

Mr. Ash said he know nothing of the 
sort. All ho askod tho committee to do 
was to consider tho amendment on its 
merits. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm said ths her., gen- 
tleman had promised to show tho commit- 
tee tiiat this clause was law in England 
and now that ho is unable to di> so he 
loses his temper and becomes disagreeably 
personal. The hon. member for Comox 
was tho last who ought to make personal 
allusions. [Then looking to Dr. Ash 
menacingly — "I know you."] 

Mi: Ash (with emphasis)— And I know 
i/ou (laughter). 

Hon. Mi: Walkem-- He cannot keep his 
temper and so inflicts a stale j(jke. This 
is nothing more than a private bill. 

Mr. Ash said ho had perhaps made a 
slight error; he had overrated tho length 
of probation; but ho would ask tlie 
amendment to bo considered on its merits. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm said tho English 
practice was entirely diireront from what 
tho hon. gentleman had represented it to 
be; but if he wanted that practice intro- 
duced ha was perfectly willing. The hon. 
gentleman should not, however, stoop to 
personal attacks, for lie should remember 
the old saying that persona who live in 
glass houses should not throw stones. 

Mr. Smitho said it was not dignified on 
tho part of the leader of the Government 
and ]\Ir. Evans to keep on attributing im- 
proper motives to tho introducer of Uio 
nmendmont. Ho was not prepared to aay 
ho would support it, but ho did think it 
would be more creditable to the House, 
and especially tho leader of the House, if 
tho niatteV were decided on itsmcrits, and 
this constant tirade of por.sbn.al abuse 
levelled at opponents discontinued. It 
really lowered the dignity of tho House. 
(Hpar, hear.) 

Mr. Ash said ho wtft perfectly willing 
to hear all attacks tho Attorney-General 
could bring againt him. Ho might even 
attack him as he had attacked theSuporiii- 
tondont of Education the other day, but 
with this difl'oronce, viz., that ho (Mr. 
Ash) would bojresent to defend himself. 
(Hear.) He would ask the House if ton 
years' sorvico in an attorney's oflice was 
not suflicient to admit a der^ to the usual 
examination. This was the question and 
he thought it would be bettor for the 
leader of tho Government to remember 
this and not make personal attacks on 
hon. gentlemen. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem hoped the hon. gen- 
tleman would do the same and not en- 
deavor to take away liia character before 
the House and the country. With jefor- 
ence to the question tho same law was in 
force here as in Canada. The system hero 
is more liberal than that in vogue in^ 
England. He then moved the following' 
as an addition to Mr. Ash's amendment : 
"Provided that such person at the expira- 
tion of the said term of ten years lias been 
bound by and has duly served under 
articles of clerkship to a practising attor- 
ney, solicitor or proctor for the term of 
three years." 

Mr. Gallagher said ho quiteagreod with 
the member for Comox's amendment and 
would vote accordingly. 

Tho amondniont with the addition waa 
then carried. 

The Committoo rose arid reported the 
Bill complete with amoiidments. 

Tho report was adopted; third reading 
to take placo on Wednesday. 

FIIE.S OF COURTS 0F,JUSTIC13 AND LHOAL 

rRACTirioxKRs' tiilx. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm in moving this Bill 
said it was similar to two bills introduc- 
ed last session. The reason for introduc- 
ing it was to lower tho costs and it waa tho 
opinion of members of tho law society that 
something should be done to lower the 
coats which aro at present far too high and 
prevent many persona from h.aving ro- 
courao to law. It might bo said that ho 
was a convert as he liad opposed tho Bill 
last session, but cases had come to 
knowledge which had changed him. 

Mr. Smithe said ho could not change 
his mind so readily aa the Attorney-Geii- 
cr.al. Ho had not changed his views on tliia 
Bill since last session and was still of 
opinion that it was too mucli power to 
place in tlie hands of the Lieut. -Governor 
iu Council, eras it really would be, in 
the hands of the Attorney-General. It 
would bo something to laugh at, if the 
Govemmont wore to regulate the fees to 
be charged by doctors, dentist.i or other 
professional men, or to regulate the pro- 
tit a shop-keeper should have on a coat or 
anything ho might have to sell, and yet 
this looked very like as unwarrantable an 
interference with the profession of law, 
and ro.ally without intending it, wo might 
be doing an injury to the interests of tho 
public as well as of the profession. It 
was of the utmost importance that the 
character of tho bar, of tho legal profes- 
sion generally in tho Province, should be 
kept up. He was sorry to hear from tho 
Attorney-General that in somo respects 
and instances it waa not in so high a posi- 
tion as in other Provinces .and in England. 
He thought no ono could have more in- 
terest in keopmg up the character of the 
profession than the judges and no one 
could better know than they exactly how 
far to go in making the desired changes. 
He had reason to believe if representa- 
tions were niado to tho bench either by 
tho House or tho executive the judges 
would gladly take action in the matter. 
He thought this .'course should be adopted 
first and then if tho Judges refused to lict 
it would be time enough to pasa abill like 
that before the House. Ho was not op- 
posed to reducing the fees on the con- 
• trary,;he thought in many respects matcri- 
al'rodiictibns^might bo made \\-it\x advan- 
tage. Ho then referred to the change 
made some years ago which enabled ono 
man to ^Iq two mep's work andcollect two 
men's pay. Thus the client had to pay 



double fees for tho benefit of one man's 
brains. In oil.er places a client would 
have the sanio fees to pay tobtorister and 
. attorney respectively, but he would have 
two men's experience aiTd knowledge to 
aid him in hia cause instead of one. In 
the matter of copv'ing he thought a saving 
could be efiectod, biit he felt quite sure 
the judges, if askod, -would make the ne- 
cessary changes and ho thought , the House 
had better not interfere with a matter of 
whu& it was impossible it . could be gener- 
ally well ihfoririod. 

Mi: Ash said ho waa really glad this 
bill had come up, for he certainly thought 
the Governor in Council should li.ave tho 
regulation of the costs. 

Mr. Hclgeseri thought tho bill would 
enable the poor man to reach justice, for 
hitherto the costs have been so high that 
it was an imj)ossibility. He would veto 
for the bill. 

The bill then passed its second reading 
and w.as committed . with Mr. Bennett in 
tho chair. 

Clause 1 — Mr. Ash said he thought it 
would bo well for some regulation to .bo 
made with reference to the payment of 
witnesses' fees, for in one case, that of the 

Nanaimo troublea, ho believed some §800 
had been paid out of tho froasury for their 
benefit; but this sum never reached them, 
but waa intercepted and kept by the at- 
torney or counael. 

Hon. Mr. W.alkem aaid ho knew some- 
thing of this matter for ho waa the coun- 
sel and kept the money at the reijuost of 
tho witnesses. 

M)fc Smithe said while ho was Finance 
Minister ho had received a letter from a 
Mr. Knight asking him whether it waa 
true that this money had been paid out 
of the treasury for them as thoy -had ne- 
ver received it and Would like to know 
whether .-uiyone had received tho amount 
due to him and Mrs. Knight, as ho had 
never authorized anyone to receive or 
keep the money .which was duo to him as 
witness fees in tho case of tho Nanaimo 
strike trial. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho Supreme 
Court was open and the question could be 
settled tiiere. 

The clauses then p.assed and a clause 
was inserted (No. 4) stating tli.at it was 
not necessary to pay for copies of any 
afiidavita. * 

The committee then rose and reported 
the bill complete with ainondmeuts. 

The report wao ordered to be consider- 
ed on W^ednesday. 

The Constitution Act Amendment Bill 
and the Assessment Act Amendment Bill 
were read a fii-st time, second rc.iding to 
be on Wednesday. 

3IE5IBBK3' DiDHM-NirY. 

Mr. Mara, in moving the second read- 
ing of this biU, said ')^; was proposed to« 
reduce tlio cost of legislation which was 

at present very high. Eapeoially was this 
necessary when tho finances of the coun- 
try were so low and it w:is found necessary 
to reduce salaries all round ho thought 
members could illbrd to relinquish part of 
their indemnity when the Government 
cannot aflbrd to p.ay for improvement of 
roads, bridges, etc. He proposed two 
changes in this bill; first, that all mem- 
bers resident in the city should have no 
indemnity, for the sum now voted was to 
indemnify members who camo from a 
long distaneo and who must necessarily 
bo at great expense in coming down, 
whereas those living in the city have no 
expenses attending thoir being present in 
the House. Tlie second alteration waa to 
reduce the indemnity from §400 to §250. 
Ho was not prepared to say that §400 waa 
too high an indemnity or that §250 w.as 
too little; but ho certainly thought that 
considering the state of tho finances that 
the indemnity should be reduced. Ho 
would ask tho House to allow the bill to 
he read a second time. 

jNIr. A.sli said he did not consider tho 
House could deal with this question as it 
was against rule 18 of the rules of order, 
which prohibits any member from voting 
on any question of which ho may have 
some i)ccuniary interest. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the bill out of order 
on those grounds. 

illXEllAL AMENDMEXr DILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho second 
reading of this bill, which w.as to amend\ 
section 18 of the mineral bill passed last^ 
session, but which had been found to work 
most injuriou.sly. 

The bill waa read a second time an 
committed with Mr. Gallagher in the cliai 
The clause having p.assed without debii 
the committee rose and reported the bfll 
complete without amendment. The l$ll 
was ordered to be read a third time 
Wednesday. 

The House then adjourned till 11 a.m. 
on Wednesday. , .
